event  in  the  history  of  the  Tem¬ 
ple.  His  dynamic  personality  and 
his  ability  mark  him  as  a  born 
leader,  under  whose  guidance  the 
Congregation  may  look  forward 
to  a  real  new  deal. 

Rabbi  Milton  Steinberg  was 
born  in  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  Dec¬ 
ember  25th,  1903t  and  was  ed¬ 
ucated  in  the  public  schools  of 
that  city.  When  he  was  fifteen 
years  of  age,  his  parents  moved 
to  New  York  where  he  attended 
De  Witt  Clinton  High  School 
and  was  at  his  graduation  Vale¬ 
dictorian.  He  finished  his  course 
at  the  College  of  the  City  of  N.Y., 
with  a  summa  cum  laude  diploma 
and  was  elected  to  Phi  Betta 
Kappa  in  1924.  He  entered  the 
Jewish  Theological  Seminary  of 
America  in  1925,  and  was  award¬ 
ed  with  distinction  the  degree  of 
Rabbi  in  1928.  In  the  same  year 
he  obtained  his  masters  degree 
from  Columbia  University  in  the 
Department  of  Philosophy  and 
is  now  a  candidate  for  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Philosophy. 

He  followed  a  call  to  Indian¬ 
apolis  where  he  has  held  the  pul¬ 


pit  of  the  Congregation  Beth  El 
Zedak  ever  since,  ministering  not 
only  to  the  spiritual  affairs  of  the 
Temple  but,  at  the  same  time, 
taking  active  interest  generally 
in  Jewish  and  civic  affairs. 

Rabbi  Steinberg  has  contrib¬ 
uted  numerous  articles  on  relig¬ 
ious  and  philosophical  themes  to 
magazines.  In  the  forthcoming 
June  and  July  issues  of  the  At¬ 
lantic  Monthly  he  is  represent¬ 
ed  with  two  extremely  timely 
articles,  the  first  entitled:  “How 
the  Jew  Dit  It — The  Mystery  off 
His  Survival’'  and  the  second;’ 
“How  the  Jew  Does  It — Why  h4 
Is  What  He  Is.”  Rabbi  Steift- 
berg’s  name  is  recognized  thru- 
out  the  middle  West  as  an  orator 
of  distinction. 

In  the  election  of  Cantor  David 
J.  Putterman  the  Congregation  is 
fortunate  in  having  obtained  the 
services  not  only  of  a  well  known 
cantor  but  of  an  artist  of  the  first 
magnitude. 

He  is  at  present  in  his  thir¬ 
teenth  year  with  Temple  Israel 
of  Washington  Heights.  He  is 
known  as  the  youngest  and  only

American  -  born  cantor,  upon 
whom  Rabbi  Stephen  Wise  has 
conferred  the  title  of  “Sweet 
Singer  in  Israel.”  Cantor  Putter- 
man  has  appeared  with  great  suc¬ 
cess  in  recitals  and  concerts  in 
New  York  and  many  of  the  other 
bigger  cities  as  far  west  as  San 
Francisco.  His  phonograph  rec¬ 
ords  have  found  an  extremely 
wide  distribution  and  his  freq¬ 
uent  radio  appearances  univer¬ 
sally  acclaimed.  Cantor  Putter- 
man’s  voice  has  been  praised  by 
critics  as  “a  beautiful  tenor  of 
fine  timbre,  true  in  intonation 
and  emotional  in  every  fibre.”
